A nd so thought .Jefferson and tlio.se 
great men who framed tho coiistilutioii.

Governm ent have we? 
The con.sctiuen- 
CO.S o f the war had perfectly effaced and 
wiped out the Jiuiilatioiis and re.stric- 
tii.ais of the con-ititutioii 
The people 
therefore retiuiro to be intloctrinatcd in 
tiie principles in which the con.stitutioii 
ivas c-«tablis!icd. 
I f the constitution is 
wiped out and Coiigre.ss is williout re- 
stiaiiit where are wu? 
Having a Gov- 
enm icnt controlled by a body of men 
without limitalioii as to power, no eon- 
stllution to restrain tlieiii, hut_ acting ac 
cordin.g to tlieirow a will and interest we 
have the most odious despoti.sm over 
pcriiiitled to he established. 
R ather 
tlian accept .siicli a body of men, calling 
llieiiiselvc.s Uongi'e.ss or i>arliainent or 
eo’.ii-ts. with uiiliniitcd power, give him 
a wise ail.1 .¡list I’riiiee in profeieneo.

The m ethod of co-operative 
buying appears to have resulted in 
a great reduction of prjces paid 
for farming implements.

ing machines the discount to the 
G ranges is from 2.5, to 30, per cent.; 
oh scales, from 25, to 33¿, per cent.; 
on wagons, 20, per cent.; on hay­ 
forks, 33J per cent.; on niiscc-llanc- 
ous implements, like feed-grindors, 
stalk-cutters, harrows, fiuld-rollers, 
háy-racks, grain separaters, etc.; 
25 per cent. Tlie Sucrutary of the 
S tate G range thinks that upward 
of $2,000,000 have already hieii 
saved to the farm ers in 
thi.s way. 
The m anner of conducting tin's co­ 
operative buying is very simple, a 
competent agent being employed 
in each county who places himself 
in communication with 
manufac­ 
turers and wholesale merchants, 
learns the terms on whioh they will 
sell their goods 
to the Granges, 
m akes contracts with them when 
it is desirable, 
and informs the 
G rangers by circular of the ])riccs. 
etc. 
In some sections of the State 
the members of the G range have 
established joint-.stoek stores, and 
have thu.s been 
able to 
purcha.so 
their groceries and dry goods much 
cheaper than before. 
B ut it is not 
alone by co-operative purchases 
that the Granges save money. Un­ 
til quite recently' sucli a thing as 
shipping his own grain to Cliicngi), 
or any E astern m arket, lias liocn 
almost unknown among tlie fanners, 
but they now liopo, by a system of 
co-operative selling, to get bottei- 
prices for wliat they raise than they 
have been accustomed to rieeive. 
In order to take advantage of favor­ 
able m arkets, the gnuiges Imvo es­ 
tablished 
at several points in the 
S tate elevators and warehouses of 
their own. 
In some places these 
warehouses have been built by two 
or throe prom inent members of the 
order; in others the stock has been 
divided into sm all .shares and is 
owned by great numbers of the 
farm ers. 
The G rangers’ elevators 
now do all the husiiicss at the sta­ 
tions where tlu-y 
have been e.s- 
tablished, tlie local middle 
men 
having gone entirely out of the 
busino.ss.

There i.s now, says the (Ihic-ago Tri- 
hune, a certain pro.speet that tlie gre.at 
raft which has been an obstructioii in 
the Red River, in Louisiana, ever since 
the advent of white men i.i this couiiU-.v, 
will soon be removed, anil that naviga­ 
tion ...will bo opened-’for steamers - from 
Shreveport, La., to Jeffcr.saii Texa.s.^ 
'The history of the raft and the attenqits 
to remove it is e.xcee.ledly interesting. In 
1805, the ob'iniction uf logs reached one 
hundred miles. 
Since that tiiuC' nifi.s 
have formed at various points in the 
river near Shreveport. 
Une of these 
was removed by Capuiii Shrove in 1830, 
by the lit'lpofa Congressional appropri­ 
ation, and another between 1840 and 
1844 under a Government contract by 
Gen. ^Villiamsoll. 
In 1854, the raft re­ 
gion eiloiidcd only 12 inile.s, and'at that 
time Captain Fuller, aided by a Coiigi’cs- 
sional appropriation of $150,000, at­ 
tempted to remove i t 
A t tho end of 
two years, however, the appropriation 
had been exhausted and nothing accom­ 
plished, and the work being abandoned, 
the obsti'uctioii began to increase. 
'The 
present i-afi.region extends thirty-five 
miles, from a point forty miles above 
Shreveport to the Arkansas State line, 
and contained, before the present work 
coiiiraenccd, nearly fifty rafts, from one- 
cigbth of a mile to a mile in length, and 
occupying the centre width of the river, 
iiavigatioti only being acconiplisliid thro’ 
the bayous around the raft, but as these 
were only available at very high water, 
tiavigatiim was insignificant. In 1871 the 
attention of the Engineering Deparluient 
was again directed to thi.s work, and an 
appropriation of $10,000 having been 
made by Congress, the work of prelimi- 
nary surveying was intrusted to Lieut. 
VVoo’Iruff, who completed it in 1872, 
and submitted plans and speoificatious 
for the removal of the raft, whereupon 
an appropriation of $150,000 was made. 
The plans were accepted, and IdeuL 
Woodruft'reached the raft region iu Ja n ­ 
uary la.st with a snag-boat, two crane- 
boats, and the requisite machinery for 
his work. 
Logs, roots and snags of ev­ 
ery description had been crowded and 
jammed into a tangled mas.s, becoming 
more compact each year as the pressure 
from above iiicica.sed. 
Annual freslict.s 
had brought down mud and deposited it 
iu ami over thi.s mass until, in places, 
the raft itself had become entirely cover­ 
ed w'.th earth, small islands, or “ tow 
head»,” thus being formed. 
Upon those 
tow heads were growing trees, usually 
willows, three feet and more in oiroaui- 
ference. 
In addition to -the removal of 
logs by sawing and cutting, blasting- 
powder was used, but it did not prove 
of any use. 
Dynamite was then tried, 
but failed, refa.sing to explode eren with 
an cleetrieal exploder. 
A t last nitro- 
giyoorine was brought into use, -an'l it 
never failed to do its wOi-k thoroughly. 
AH that remains to be done now, is the 
blo-’ing out o f some tow-heads and im­ 
proving certain points in the cliann'et, 
whiclr will be. accomplished in- a few 
weeks. 
The obstruction of centuries 
will then have been removed by tho skill 
and perseveraiicp of Lic’at. Woodruff.— 
The saddest part of the record of this 
great work is that Lieut. W oodruff has 
not lived to finish it, having died of yel­ 
low fever a t Shreveport, Oct. 1st.

Fuanki.i.s, “ They h-ave often war in 
1‘aris and Berlin aud in Vienna, but it 
i.s always peace in Jiondon.” 
The war 
on the part ofG reat Ri-iiian wa.s mainly 
uiuintainod on the land hy her subsidia­ 
ries—Russians, (iertuans, etc. — whom 
she hired to fight her hattle.s.

er powers built up Great Bdiaiii. When 
peace ctitue there was for soave ye-ars a 
severe reaetioii, but fortuiiatoly the in­ 
vention of the power of steam, and it.s 
employment in eomiueree ami inamifac- 
lures, again gave her a migUl.y impetus. 
Her niariuláetures have reaelutd an as­ 
tonishing amount, and tlie number of 
her fhip.s is as great as that of all niher 
nations put together. 
Slic carries her

from it, has ineretmed wonderfully iti 
population.

E d ito r: Acconling to prom­ 
ise tnaiie to' a mimber of brotiicr.», 
I send you, for publication in the 
Vindicator reciepc and directions 
for curing beef in the summer or 
fall, vihich 1 have used for fourteen 
ye:irs, and have not lost in tliat 
time lOO pounds of meat. 
I con­ 
sider it of vast import-incc to our 
Southern State.s, where we can 
raise cattle easier than hogs. I am 
now using the beef of a cow salte.il 
on the 2d day of September, weigh­ 
ing 325 pounds, and Imve as fine a 
steak every morning as I could 
have if I’d go;ie to tho market and 
procured fresh beef. 
I am sure if 
my directions arc followeil no one 
will fail to repeat the trial. 
Uecipo.—-For eacli 100 lbs- of 
bet-f, take (in the sumtner) 6 lbs. 
good fine salt, (in the fall and win­ 
ter 5 lbs.) 2 ounces saltpetre, one 
ipiart of good molasses, or 3 lbs. 
good brown sugar. 
Gut the meat 
in pieces, from 1 to 1 1-2 inches 
thick, acro.«s the grain ; take out all 
tlie marrow-bone.s ; incorporate the 
salt ami saltpetre together, on a 
table ; take each piece of beef and 
rub it well, shake off part of the 
sa lt; have a cask ready prepared, 
of a suitable size, to hold the bee^, 
prepared in the following matine r; 
Before packing tho beef place over 
a dense smoke, that of shucks and 
cobs prcfered ; smoke it thorough­ 
ly, say until the cask is quite 
warm ; then store your beef close 
in it,pouring the molasses over each 
layer until all is packed. 
When 
all the fleshy and bony parts as are 
desirable arc stowed, you can then 
put the coarser parts on the top, 
which will keep long enough to be 
used up. 
On the top of meat put 
a plank 
or board and place a 
weight of 20 or 30 lbs. on the top. 
In the course of three to six hours 
all will be covered with brine, us« 
no water; then be careful each time 
you have any taken out to replace 
the meat so tlio brine will cover it. 
If the meats show signs of souring, 
which may be known by its bubling, 
spread out the beef over night and 
boil the brine, adding i-nove salt.— 
Beef put up in this way, is about as 
salt as is palatable, and can be used 
without soaking, and washed iu 
warm water makes a fine steak.
